The people of Brussels are extraordinarily watchful against 


spies. There is universal belief that proofs exist of an organ- 
ized system of espionage, in which German business men of 
the highest standing are involved.

London, Aug. 11.—The Daily Telegraph's correspondent, 


who witnessed much of the fighting around Liege, say* that 
the German artillery was excellent, but expresses surprise, at 
the infantry in fighting in close order. Battalion after battal- 
ion was thrown into the field in close formation, but, he adds, 
the estimate of 25,000 losses was an exaggeration. 


Most of the captured Germans were from 18 to 24 years of 


age. Their grey uniforms were stripped of all insignia and 
their helmets were Severed with grey cloth. 


The civilians of the town, says the correspondent, showed 


the greatest courage under bombardment and in the face of 
alarms brought in by frightened refugees. The German shells 
did a little damage to the city in the angle between the rivers 
Ourthe and Meuse. The factories and coal mine were in op- 
eration throughout the fighting. 


The correspondent, writing on Sunday, predicted that the 


Germans could not take the forts without enormous sacrifices, 
which would cripple their right wing. He expressed the opin 
ic-n that the German plan of sweeping down the Meuse to 
Sedan must be abandoned because it has already been so long 
delayed. He »aid that the French have massed five army 
corps in the German path. 


The Germans will bring their heavy artillery against the 


forts, but the«e will itand much bombardment. In the opinion 
of the correspondent the Germans have decided lo advance 
along the south side of the Meuse, leaving Liege.

Eminently proper.is (lie step taken by Mayor Mitchel of 


New York to prevent public demonstrations in that city of 
sympathy with any of the warring European nations. As he 
says, New York is n-cosm'opolitan city, including in its popula- 
tion representatives of every country on earth, and the repre- 
sentation of many foreign countries is very large. 
It is easy 


to understand .that if the people of any foreign nation were 
permitted to march and shout for their native land, carrying 
its flag at the head of the column, other nationalities would 
demand the same privilege and be entitled to it, and in a.shorl 
-time New York would have become a miniature reproduction 
of the European battlefield, with strong liability to clashes and 
bloodshed. 


Therefore Mayor Mitchel has taken exactly the right course 


and one that will be upheld by all thoughtful citizens, includ- 
ing many who came from'countries involved in the war. The 
mayor recognizes that it is natural that their sympathies 
should be with the lands from which they came, but reminds 
all that the United States is a neutral country and that any 
demonstration for or against any of the warring nations is out 
of place here. 


His example may well be followed in every city in the coun- 


try, as it doubtless will be wherever demonstrations such as 
were begun in New York are attempted. From every part of 
the globe have men come to enjoy the liberty and advantages 
which our beneficent country offers to alk Most of them who 
have been here any length of time are American citizens. This 
fact, however, does not and should not remove their love and 
regard for the lands from which they came, but it does render 
improper and dangerous any public taking of sides in the 
troubles of the Old World. It is the duly of all citizens of the 
United States, and all who are here and have not yet become 
citizens, to observe strict neutrality in the present crisis. Their 
sympathies may be, and it is quite natural that they should be, 
with the lands that gave them birth, but their acts should be in 
consonance with the position of a neutral nation. 


The accuracy of this view no one can gainsay, consequently 


Mayor Mitchel's course will be upheld in every part of the 
country, and it is reasonable to assume that a similar course 
will be adopted wherever occasion for,:.it may arise.
